1. Lt. General Carson A. Roberts - In late 1963 
served as Commander in Chief of Fleet, 1st 
Marine Brigade, Pacific. 
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If either of these men is no longer in active military 
status, we would request the most current addresses you have on 
file for each. 

In addition, the Committee requests access to the 
following documents: 

1. Any and all records (including logs and crew lists) 
pertaining to or concerning the flight of a C-54 
military plane, serial n\imber 50855, which departed 
Ft. Smith, Hawaii on 12/7/63 for Japan and returned 
on 12/22/63. 

. Any and all records (including logs and crew lists) 
pertaining to or concerning the flight of a XC-130 
military plane which departed El Toro or Camp Pendle- 
ton base in California the first weekend in December, 
1963 for Dallas, Texas. 
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3. Any and all records, including classified 
material, concerning or referring to an in- 
vestigation by the Marine Corps or the Air 
Force Office of Special lnv*ei|tigations , into the 
JFK assassination. It is believed the investi- 
gation took place at Atsugi Air Base, Japan, and 
the El Toro Marine Base, Santa Ana, California, 
in December 1963. 

4. Any and all records, including classified 
materials, concerning or referring to an inves- 
tigation by the Marine Corps or the Air Force 
Office of Special Investigations into Lee Harvey 

' Oswald and his defection to the Soviet Union in 
October, 1959. This investigation included in- 
terviewing military personnel at Atsugi Air Base 
and El Toro Marine Base.
